T H E D I P H T H E R I A EPID EM IC . 
Despite the efforts of th? board of health and its apoeals to the p h y si­ 
c ia n s for sid, th e diphtheria epidemic becomes more and more alarming. 
Nobody seem s to know the c au se and until th a t 
is 
discovered it is 
•af# to say th a t there will not be an effective remedy. 
It is true th a t the 
phy si cians can do much to aid the board of health in sta m p in g out the dis- 
esse. 
They ca n help to enforce 
the qu ara n tin e regulations 
and 
preven t 
the spread of th e disease bv allowing 
persons suffering from it to 
mingle 
with their friends and neighbors as if nothing w as wrong. 
To isolate the patients and prevent thei r intercourse with others is an 
im p o rta n t but yet a difficult task. 
So far as can be learned the board 
of 
health has been wholly unsuccessful in its efforts to enforce the quara ntin e. 
Hence as we have repeatedly st a te d the great need for a contagious h o s­ 
pital. not three or six months hence, but w ithout 
delay, or at the 
earliest 
possible moment. 
A contagious hospital, however, will not s t a m p out the disease. 
Behind 
the epidemic ther e is some c onstant, und ^covered and noxious source of the 
disease sending forth germ s continuously. 
It is this prime facto r in the 
situation the physicians of th e city should end eavor to locate and eliminate. 
A s to w h a t this cause is, ther e is great diversity of opinion. 
Some believe 
It comes fr om the sewers, some t h a t it comes from the ba re d river-bed, 
others t h a t it is due to bad streets, while still others hold t h a t 
the 
d i p h ­ 
theria from which we suffer is due to the imperfect method of 
disposing of 
th# city’s ga rba ge and to u nsa nita ry vaults. 
W h a t is needed at the present junct ure is a scientific investigation of the 
whole subject. 
The physician* who atte nd dip htheri a cases should inve sti­ 
gate as fa r as practicable the origin of the disease in each partic u la r case 
and report to the board of health. 
Th e doctors have not been asked to do this, but they have been asked 
to aid the board in isolating the cases. 
The 
board, 
we 
believe, 
should 
solicit information upon th e origin of the disease with a view to providing 
a remedy and th us sta m ping out the epidemic th a t has become so a l a r m ­ 
ing and has claimed so m any victims.

Despite the efforts of the board of health and its apneal* to the p h y s i­ 
c ia n s fo r aid. the diphtheria epidemic becomes more and m ore a la rm in g . 
Nobody seems to know the cause and until th a t 
is 
discovered it is 
safe to say th a t there w ill not be an effective rem edy. 
It is tru e th a t the 
physicians can do much to aid the board of health in stam ping out the d is ­ 
ease. 
T hey can help to 
enforce 
the 
quaran tin e 
regulations 
and 
prevent 
th e spread of the disease bv allow ing 
persons suffering fro m it to 
mingle 


w ith th e ir friends and neighbors as if nothing w as w rong. 
T o isolate the patients and p revent th e ir intercourse w ith others is an 
im p o rta n t but yet a difficult task. 
So 
f a r as can he learned the board 
of 
health has been w holly unsuccessful 
in its efforts to enforce the q u a ra n tin e . 
Hence as we have repeatedly stated 
the qreat need for a contagious hos­ 
pital, not three or six months hence, but w ith o u t 
delay, or at the 
earliest 
possible moment. 
A contagious hospital, however, w ill not stam p out the disease. 
Behind 
the epidemic there is some constant, undiscovered and noxious source of the 
discase sending forth germs continuously. 
It is this prim e fac to r in the 
situation the physicians of the city should endeavor to locate and elim in ate. 
As to w h a t this cause is, there is great diversity of opinion. 
Some believe 
it comes fro m the sewers, some t h a i it comes fro m the bared riv e r-b e d , 
ethers th a t it is due to bad streets, w hile still others hold th a t 
the 
d ip h ­ 
th e ria fro m w hich we tu fte r is due to tao im p erfect method of 
disposing of 
the c ity ’s garbage and to unsanitary 
vaults. 
W h a t is needed at the present ju n c tu re is a scientific investigation of the 
w hole subject. 
The physicians who attend d ip hth eria cases should in v e s ti­ 
gate as f a r as practicable the origin of the discase in each p a rtic u la r case 
and report to the board of health. 
T h e doctors have not b-'-n asked 
to do this, hut they have been asked 
to aid the hoard in isolating the ca s es.

solicit inform ation upon the origin of the disease w ith a view to providing 
a remedy and thus stam ping cut the epidemic th a t has become so a l a r m ­ 
ing and has claimed so m any victim s.

T H E DIPHTHERIA EPIDEMIC. 
Despite the efforts of the board of health and its apoeals to the physi­ 
cians for aid, the diphtheria epidemic becomes more and more alarming. 
Nobody seeme to know the cause and until that 
is 
discovered it is 
safe to say that there will not be an effective remedy. 
It is true that the 
physicians can do much to aid the board of Health in stamping out the dis- 
sase. 
They can help to enforce the quarantine regulations 
and 
prevent 
tbs spread of the disease bv allowing persons suffering from it to 
mingle 
with their friends and neighbors as if nothing was wrong. 
To isolate the patients and prevent their intercourse with others is an 
Important but yet a difficult task. 
So far as can be learned the board 
of 
health has been wholly unsuccessful in its efforts to enforce the quarantine. 
Hence as we have repeatedly stated the great need for a contagious hos­ 
pital, not three or six months hence, but without 
delay, or at the 
earliest 
possible moment. 
A contagious hospital, however, will not stamp out the disease. 
Behind 
the epidemic there is some constant, undiscovered and noxious source of the 
disease sending forth germs continuously. 
It is this prime factor in the 
situation the physicians of the city should endeavor to locate and eliminate. 
As to what this cause is, there is great diversity of opinion. 
Some believe 
It comes from the sewers, some tha t it comes from the bared river-bed, 
others that it is due to bad streets, while still others hold that 
the 
diph­ 
theria from which we suffer is due to the imperfect method of 
disposing of 
the city's garbage and to unsanitary vaults. 
What is needed at the present juncture is a scientific investigation of the 
whole subject. The physicians who attend diphtheria cases should investi­ 
gate as far as practicable the origin of the disease in each particular case 
and report to the board of health. 
The doctors have not been asked to do this, but they have been asked 
to aid th# board in isolating the cases. 
The 
board, 
we 
believe, 
should 
solicit information upon the origin of the disease with a view to providing 
a ramedy and thus stamping out the epidemic that has become so alarm­ 
ing and has claimed so many victims.

In spite of the many precautions that 
have been taken diphtheria has gained 
quite a foothold in the public schools 
of our city and in the Eliot school alone 
there have been 12 cases reported. This 
school is to be fumigated tomorrow. 
There have been numerous cases* 
in 
the other schools but at the Eliot the 
epidemic has been felt the worst. 
The fault Is not in the school matings - 
ment, for everything is dune that can 
possibly be done to prevent tin spread 
of the disease. 
AH the hooks belonging 
to a child who lins been taken with the 
disease are burned and all Hie periods 
and anything that could be liable to > aliso 
contagion. 
The desks are washed care­ 
fully and the aisles are frequently sprink­ 
led with disinfecting fluids. Disinfectants 


are freely used and everything is done 
that caution eau devise. 
“The school” said a prominent phy­ 
sician to me recently, “is the n f e 'd 
place for the children. 
W hen they 
are not in school, they are liable not 
to be at home, but running here and 
there and in far more danger

contagion than when under the care 
of a teacher.
